JAMES  MONROE. 

PRESIDENT  of  the  united  states  of 
AMERICA. 

To  all  and  singular  to  whom  these  pres- 
ents shall  com  ■ geeting  ; 

Whereas  a Treaty  between  the  li- 
nked States  of  America  squl  the  Chip- 
pewa nation  of  Indians,  was  made  and 
concluded  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  at 
Saganaw,  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan, 
by  a Commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  li- 
nked States,  anti  certain  Chiefs  and 
Warriors  of  the  said  nation,  on  the  part 
and  in  behalf  of  the  said  nation;  which 
treaty  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit: 
Articles  of  a Treaty  made  and  concluded 
at  Saginaw,  in  the  Territory  of  Mich 
igan , between  the  United  States  of  A- 
: merica , by  their  Commissioner,  Lewis 
Cass,  and  the  Chippewa  nation  if  In- 
dians. 

Art.  1.  The  Chippewa  nation  of  In- 
dians, in  con  i oration  of  the  stipulationo 
herein  made  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  do  hereby,  forever,  cede  to  the 
United  States  the  land  comprehended 
within  the  following  lines  and  bolinda 
ries  : Beginning  at  a point  in  the  pesent 
Indian  boudary  line,  which  runs  due 
north  from  the  mouth  of  the  great  Aug- 
laize river,  six  miles  south  of  the  place 
where  the  base  line,  so  called,  intersects 
the  3ame;  thence,  west,  sixty  miles 
thence,  in  a direct  line,  to  the  head  of 
Thunder  Bay  River ; thence,  down  the 
same,  following  the  courses  thereof,  to 
the  mouth ; thence,  northeast,  to  the 
boundary  line  between  the  United  States 
and  the  British  Province  of  Upper  Can 
ada  ; thence,  with  the  same,  to  the  line 
established  by  the  treaty  of  Detroit,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
ahd  seven  ;*  thence,  with  the  said  line, 
to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Art.  2.  From  the  cesssion  aforesaid 
the  following  tracts  of  land  shall  be  re- 
served, for  the  use  of  the  Chippewa  na- 
tion of  Indians: 

One  tract,  of  eight  thousand  acres,  or, 
the  east  side  of  the  river  Au  Sable,  near 
where  the  Indians  now  live. 

One  tract,  of  two  thousand  acres,  on 
the  river  Mesagwisk. 

One  tract,  of  six  thousand  acres,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river  Kawkawling, 
at  the  Indian  village. 

One  tract,  of  five  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres,  upon  the  Flint  riv- 
er, to  include  Keaum’s  village,  and  a 
p'acc  called  Kishkav.'bawce. 

One  tract,  ofeigh  thousand  acres,  on 
the  head  of  the  river  Huron,  which  cm- 
pies  into  the  Saginaw  liver,  at  the  village 
of  Otusson. 

One  island  in  the  Saginaw  Bay. 

One  tract,  of  two  thousand  acres,  when 
Nabobask  fonnery  lived. 

One  tract,  of  one  thousand  acres,  near 
the  island  in  the  Saginaw  river. 

One  tract,  of  six  hundred  and  forty 
acres,  at  the  bend  of  the  river  Huron, 
which  empties  into  the  Saginaw  river. 

One  tract,  ol  two  thousand  acres,  at 
the  mouth  of  Point  Augrais  river. 

One  tract,  of  one  thousand  acres,  on 
the  Huvon,  at  Menocquet’s  village. 

One  tract,  of  ten  thousand  acres,  on 
the  Shawassce  river,  at  a place  called 
t.  c Big  Rock. 

One  tract,  of  three  thousand  acres,  on 
the  Shawassoc  river,  at  Ketchewaun 
daugenink. 

One  tract,  of  six  thousand  acres,  at  the 
Little  Forks  on  the  Tctabawasink  river 
One  tract  of  six  thousand  acres,  at 
the  Black  Bird’s  town,  on  the  Tetaba- 
wasink  river. 

One  tract,  of  forty  thousand  acres,  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Saginaw  l iver,  to  b< 
hereafter  located. 

Art.  3.  There  shall  be  reserved,  fci 
the  use  of  each  of  the  persons  hereinaf 
ter  mentioned  and  their  heirs,  whic! 
persons  are  all  Indians  by  descent,  tl 
following  tracts  ol  land  : 

For  the  use  of  John  Riley,  the  con  ol 


Menawcumegoqua,  a Chippewa  woman, 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land,  be- 
ginning at  the  head  of  the  first  marsh 
above  the  mouth  of  the  Saginaw  river, 
on  the  east  side  thereof. 

For  the  use  of  Peter  Riley,  the  son  of 
Menawcumegoqua,  a Chippewa  woman, 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land,  begin- 
ning about  and  adjoining  the  apple  trees 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Saginaw  river, 
and  running  tip  the  same  for  quantity. 

For  the  use  of  James  Riley,  the  son 
of  Menawcumegoqua,  a Chippewa  wo- 
man, six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  be- 
ginning on  the  east  side  of  the  Saginaw 
river,  nearly  opposite  to  Campeau’s  tra- 
ding house,  and  running  up  the  river  for 
quantity. 

For  the  use  of  Kawkawiskou,  or  the 
Crow,  a Chippewa  chief,  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  of  land,  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Saginaw  river,  at  a place  called 
Menitegow,  and  to  include,  in  the  said 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  the  island 
opposite  to  the  said  place. 

For  the  use  of  Nowokeshik,  Metawan- 
ene,  Mokitchenoqna,  Nondashemau, 
Petabonaqua,  Messawwakut,  Cnecbalks 
Kit  begeequa,  Sagosequa  Annokctoqua. 
aid  Tawcumegoqua,  each,  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  of  land,  to  be  located  at 
and  near  the  grand  traverse  of  the  Flint 
river,  in  such  matins  r as  the  President  of 
the  United  States  may  direct 

For  the  use  ofthe  children  of  Bokow- 
tonden,  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  on 
the  Kawkawling  liver. 

Aur.  4.  In  consideration  ofthe  cession 
aforesaid,  the  United  States  agree  to  pay 
to  the  Chippewa  nation  of  Indians,  an- 
nually, for  ever,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  in  silver  ; and  do  also  agree  that 
all  annuities  due  by  any  former  treaty  to 
the  s tid  tribe,  shall  be  hereafter  paid  in 
silver. 

Art,  5.  The  stipulation  contained  in 
the  treaty  o(  Greenville,*  relative  to  the 
right  of  the  Indians  to  hunt  upen  the 
laud  ceded,  while  it  continues  the  prop- 
erty ofthe  ofthe  United  States,  shall  ap- 
ply to  this  treaty  ; and  the  Indians  shal 
for  the  same  term,  enjoy  the  privilege 
of  making  sugar  upon  the  same  land, 
committing  no  unnecessary  waste  upon 
the  trees. 

Art.  .6  The  United  States  agree  to 
pay  to  the  Indians  the  value  of  any  im- 
provements which  they  maybe,  obliged 
to  abandon,  in  consequence  of  the  lines 
established  by  this  treaty,  and  which 
improvements  add  real  value  to  the  land. 

Aur.  7.  The  United  States  reserve 
to  the  proper  authority  the  right  to 
make  roads  through  and  part  of  the  land 
reserved  by  thi3  treaty. 

Art.  8.  The  United  States  engage  to 
provide  and  support  a blacksmith  for 
the  Indians,  at  Saginaw,  so  long  as  the 
President  ofthe  United  States  may  think 
proper,  and  to  furnish  the  Chippewa  In- 
dians with  such  farming  utensils  and 
cattle,  and  to  empty  such  p lsons  to  aid 
them  in  their  agriculture,  as  the  Presi- 
dent may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  9.  This  treaty  shall  take  effect, 
and  be  obligatory  on  the  contracting  par- 
ties, so  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  ratified 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
bv  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  ofthe 
Senate  thereof. 

£n  testimony  whereof,  the  said  Lewis 
Cass,  commissom  r as  aforesaid,  and 
the  Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the 
Clhppewa  nation  of  Indians,  have 
hemfnto  set  their  hands,  at  Sag;- 
naw,  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan, 
this  twenty-fourth  dr.y  of  Septem- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  nineteen.

LATEST  FROM  EUROPE. 

NEW-TORK,  JULY  22. 

By  the  fast  sailing  ship  Martha,  capt- 
Sketchier,  which  arrived  last  night  in  33 
days  from  Liverpool,  the  editors  of  the 
Commercial  Advertiser  have  received 
Liverpool  papers  to  the  1 5th  of  June, 
and  London  papers  Sc  Lloyd’s  and  Com- 
mercial Shipping  Lists  to  the  13th,  in- 
clusive. Our  previous  advices,  with 
the  exception  of  a few  paragraphs,  re- 
.-cejvc-d  via  Halifax,  were  only  to  the  20th 
of  May.  We  have  examined  our  files 
with  close  attention,  !c  have  taken  much 
pains  to  compress  into  one  paper  all  the 
matter  of  special  interest. 

England  has  been  thrown  into  sud- 
den ferment  and  agitation  by  the  sudden 
arrival  of  the  Queen.  Soon  after  her 
majesty  reached  London  she  communi- 
cate;'. animportant  message  to  the  house 
jjf  commons,  drawn  up  in  bold  and  con- 
fident terms,  and  protesting  against  the 
project  in  contemplation  of  appointing  a 
secret  committee  to  investigate  her  con- 
duct since  she  has  been  abroad.  She 
says  she  wants  the  fullest  enquiry  into 
her  conduct,  ar.d  claims  an  open  investi 
gallon — a privilege  not  denied  to  the 
meanest  individual  in  the  state. 

By  the  message  of  the  King  it  .appears 
that  he  is  determined  that  an  investiga- 
tion shall  take  place. 

Mr.  Brougham  presented  the  tr.es. 
sage  from  the  queen  to  the  house  of 
commons;  and  the  papers  arc  filed  with 
the  interesting  discussion  winch  follow 
ed.  No  decisive  measures  had  been  n 
dopted,  and  life  subject  had  been  post- 
poned for  a few  days,  to  give  the  Minis 
try  time  for  deliberation.  Some  of  the 
papers  speak  of  hopes  being  entertained 
that  the  differences  between  tits  royal 
parties  will  be  amicably  adjusted. 

In  reply  to  a note  from  lord  Liver- 
pool, in  which  his  lordship  elated,  that 
liotwithstauding  all  that  had  passed  any 
suggestions  which  her  majesty  jnav  Lav-, 
to  offer  upon  the  propositions  submit 
ted  in  April  last,  would  be  received,  her 
majesty  sai  l — 

“That  she  demanded  all  tie  rights 
belonging  to  the  Queen  of  England ; 
that,  before  she  was  in  possession  of  all  i 
her  dignities,  she  could  not  listen  to  any 
other  proposal  ; that,  when  she'  was  re- 
stored to  them,  she  would., be  ready  to 
listen  to  any  proposals  of  his  majesty’s 
ministers. 

The  majority  in  the  house  cf  lords,  in 
favor  of  lord  Liverpool’s  motion  for  the 
appointment  oi  a secret  committee  to 
investigate  the  conduct  oi  the  Queen, 

was  79. 

The  questipn  f.ra  postponement  of 
proceedings  in  the  house  cf  commons 
was  carried  unanimously. 

Her  majesty  i.;.s  been  received  with 
great  attention  by  the  people,  and,  from 
the  spirit  they  have  manifested,  vie 
should  infer  that',  whether  her  majesty  ia 
guilty  or  net,  an  attempt  of  the  govern- 
ment to  proceed  to  extremity  with  her 
would  well  r.iglv  produce  a revolution. 

Ever  since  the  Queen  arrived  in  Lon- 
don that  metropolis  has  been  the  thea- 
tre of  perpetual  riot.  All  who  would 
not  huzza  and  pull  oflTthcir  hats  in  hon- 
or of  her  majesty  were  pelted  with  mud, 
brick-bats,  See.  &c.  and  often, after  hav- 
ing complied  with  the  requisition,  they 
wore  pelted  with  mud  for  the  diversion 
of  tue  mob.  Carlton  House  vvr,3  as- 
sailed, and  the  windows  of  lord  Sid- 
mouth’s  and  lord  Castlertr.gli’s  houses 
and  others  broken  to  pieces.  The  mili- 
tary were  on  duly,  but  the  king  had  giv- 
en orders  not  to  take  hostile  measures 
for  defence,  unless  in  the  extreme  case 
of  absolute  necessity. 

[In  our  next,  we  shall  publish  the  de- 
tails of  this  news,  which,  trivial  as. a mat- 
rimonial disagrees  ..nt  may  be  thought 
here,  is  of  high  national  importance  to 
1 England.]

“ GEORGE  R 

“The  King  thinks  it  necessary,  in  conse- 


sion  during  that  long  period 
the  utmost  readiness  to  meet  her  accusers, 
and  to  court  the  fullest  enquiry  into  hercc»- 
duct.  She  also  now  desires  an  open  inves- 
tigation, in  which  she  may  see  both  the 
eharges  and  the  witnesses  against  her  ; a 
privilege  not  denied  to  the  meanest  subject 
of  the  state.  In  the  face  of  the  Sovereign, 
the  Parliament  and  the  Country,  she  sol- 
emnly protests  against  the  formation  of  a se- 
cret tribunal  to  examine  documents,  private- 
ly prepared  by  her  enemies,  as  a proceeding 
unknown  to  the  law  of  the  land,  and  a fla- 
grant violation  of  all  the  piinciples  of  justice. 
She  relies  with  full  confidence  upon  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  houpe  ofcommons  for  defend 
i*g  the  only  attempt  she  has  any  reason  to 
fear.  The  Queen  cannot  forbear  to  add, 
that  even  before  any  proceeding*  wcic  re- 
solved upon,  she  had  been  treated  in  a man- 
ner too  well  calculated  to  prejudge  her  case. 
The  omission  of  her  name  in  the  Liturgy, 
the  with-holding  the  means  of  conveyance 
usually  afforded  to  all  the  branches  of  the 
royal  family,  the  refusal  even  of  an  answer 
to  her  application  for  a place  of  residence  j 
in  the  royal  mansions,  and  the  studied  slight 
both  t>f  English  ministers  abroad,  and  of  the 
agents  of  all  foreign  powers  over  whom  the 
English  Government  had  3ny  influence — 
must  he  viewed  a*  measures  design'd  to  pre- 
judice. the  world  against  her  ; and  could  only 
have  beer,  justified  by  ttial  and  conviction.”

We  con- 
gratulate the  patriotic  inhabitants  of  this  new 
REPUBLIC  on  the  able  and  dignified  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  entered  the  great  coy. 
rrsr.zACi.  The  observations  they  have  been 
enabled  to  make  on  the  perfections  and  im- 
perfections of  the  constitutions  of  other  states, 
and  the  very  respectable  talents  employed  in 
the  convention,  united  to  produce  a cHanrsn 
equal  to  any  in  the  Union.  A national  salute 
was  fired  on  the  day  it  was  signed. 

EUROPEAN. 

Our  London  dates  areas  late  as  the  10th  of 
June.
